LORIMER RELATES STORY 
OF HIS POLITICAL LIFE. 


| 


Senator Tells Senate Committee of His Differences 
With Chicago Newspapers and of Their Efforts to Re- 
tire Him from Public Life by Articles Calculated to 
Shake Confidence of People in Him.

Expert bookkeepers reported I had’ 
turned in every cent I collected. About 
four lines ‘was printed to that effect, 
and the impression was left with 
many people that I had stolen the 
money."

JURISDICTION 
IN CONFLICT. 


Involved Rate Question Is in 
Supreme Court. 


Functions of Commerce Court 
Are Considered. 


Case Overshadows Other Rate 
Making Problems. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The un- 
settied conflict of jurisdiction between 
the new Commerce Court and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
overshadowed other intricate problems 
of governmental rate-making consid- 
ered today by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The tense situation 
existing in Washington was shown by 
the fact that ostensibly over a question 
of class rates between ‘‘incinnat) and 
Chattanooga, upon a single road, the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific, there appeared not only at- 
torneys for the railroad and shippers, 
but also the legal representatives of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and of the Department of Jus- 
tice. The case was the first from 
the Commerce Court to reach the 
Supreme Court. 

COURT SUGGESTS QUESTION. 

The court itself was the frst to 
suggest a question about the jurisdic- 
tion of the Commerce Court. Francis 
B. James, representing Cincinnati 
shippers, was detailing to the court 
an account of how the shippers had 
failed to get a reduction of the 76- 
cent schedule over the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Pacific to a 
60-cent basis. He told how the com- 
mission reduced the schedule to T0 
cents, and how the shippers 
to the Commerce Court to annul the 
commission's order. 

Justice Vandeventer inquired about 
the power of the Commerce Court to 
review the refusal of the commission 


} to grant relief to a shipper. e 
Mr. James replied that the 
act creating the Commerce Court 


opened that court to the shipper as 
well as to the railroad. 

Assistant Attorney-General Deni- 
son then addressed the court, and the 
jurisdiction of the Commerce court 
came squarely in issue. 

Mr. Denison pointed out that from 
the case before the court the Cem- 
merce Court had decided it had juris- 
diction over orders of the commission 
denying relief to shippers, but held 
that the order affecting rates between 
Cincinnati and Chattanooga w not 
to be disturbed. 

“If the Commerce Court had con- 
cluded,” said Mr. Denison, “as urged 
by the shippers, that the 70@-cent 
schedule was excessive and that a 60- 
eent schedule was proper, it could 
have done nothing to accomplish any 
result It could only announce its 
opi:'om. If it had taken that view 
and «. tered an order annulling and 
setting aside the order of the com- 
mission, the sole direct effect would 
have been the epposite to its desire 
because by wiping out the order 
reduction to 70 cents it would have 
accomplished nothing but the rein- 
statement of the former 76-cent 
achedule, agreed to be excessive. 

“It seems hardly reasonable to sup- 
pose that Congress. if it had intended 
to give the Commerce Court this jur- 
isdiction, would thus have ieft the 
court without any means of bringing 
itself to bear on the issue.”’

SENSUAL MUSIC AND SURPACE 
EMOTIONS IN “LOUISE.” 


Demangane Again Proves Himeelf 
Artist of First Rank—Mme. Valic- 
mont Makes Her First Appearance 
in Rote of Louise and Exhibits Ke- 
markabic Dramatic Power. 


BY WILLARD H. WRIGHT. — 

“Louise,” Gustave Charpentier’s 
opera of the Paris siums, was heard 
for the first time in Los Angeles last 
night at the Temple Auditorium. Few 
modern operas have had so lively and 
enthusiastic a career as this one. it 
was first heard in America on Jan- 
vary 3, 1907, but already it had had 
six years’ continental touring behind 
it. 

Th French in setting and 
theme, it is none the lees essentially 
un-French in its emotions, its inelé- 
gance, and its artistic gaucheries. Nu- 
where in the history of French mu- 
sical composition, from Lulli te De- 
+ bussy, will one find so utter @ disre- 
gard for the suavities of musical art 
as in “Louise.” And yet Charpentier 
stands second, perhaps, only to Puc- 
cin! in the interrelating of his music 
and the dramatic action of the play. 
Only in his lyrical handling of cer- 
tain of the situations, and in Nis occa- 
sional icit-metives, does he reflect his 
national énvironment. But through 
this very lack of the homogeneous 
elegance of the modern French tom- 
posers, Charpentier has been able to 
interpret certain emotions with @ con- 
vincingness not possessed by these 
other men. The instinct of the dra- 
matist rather than that of the mt- 
siclan seems to be uppermost. There- 
fore, the emotionalism—especially in 
the last act—is powerfully affecting. 
Charpentier has been independent 
enough to shake himeelf free from 
the traditional artificiality of opera- 


familiar phrases. In addition te this, 
it is almost entirely lacking tn. ideal- 


If moralists understood music as well 
as they und literature and 
painting, they would be fevérish in 
denouncing Charpentier’s score. But 
music is the one artistic feld which 
puritanism has not invaded. And for 
that reason we may still have music 
such as is founa in “Louise,” while 
corresponding ompliah 
ether arts are rigorously restricted. 
The theme of the libretto of “Lou» 
ise," written by Charpentier 
is entirely lacking in unfversality. In 
its interpretation of human transac- 
tions and human yearnings, it is prob- 
ably the most restricted ever put to 
a opera.

GIVEN GREAT IMPETUS. 


AN PEDRO. Jan. 11.—An idea 

of what may be expected with the 

approaching opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal, and dearly showing the 
urgent necessity of the port of Gan 
Pedro being put in readiness to handle 
the business, is in the an- 
nouncement coming from San 
cisco, that the J. H. ‘Welsford Com- 
pany. Limited, of Liverpool, one of 
the richest concerns in England, has 
put $1,590,000 into the business of 
Bates & Chesebrough, to establish the 
basis of ah international shipping 
company, the magnitude of whose in- 
tended operations can hardly be over- 
estimated. 

The intentions of the Welsford firm 
may be gained front the fact that 
President Welsford, the head of the 
house, was on the Pacific Coast last 
October and purchased three steam- 
ship lines: The Canadian-Mexican 
Steamship Company; the Union 
Steamship Company and the Basco- 
witzSteamship Company, merging the 
three in the J. H. Weilsford Company. 
The fiegotiations with Bates & Chese- 
Srough Company, which operates the 
California-Atiantic line between Sar 
Francisco, San Pedro and Balboa, 
Panama, and Welsford’s investment 
of $1,600,000 in that company was 
kept a secret, although his purchase 
of the three other lines was an- 
nounced and published at the time. 

The Canadian-Mexican line owns 
seven steamers that run between 
Mexican ports and Vancouver; the 
Tinton Steamship Company has a fleet 
that has been plying between Aus- 


tralian ports and Vancouver and the 
Bascowitz Company has been e 
in the Alaéskan and northern trade. 
During 1911 the increase in ton- 
nage moved between Pacific Coast 
ports and the At seaboard by 
the Panama route been remark- 
able. Previous to the operation of 
the California and Atlantic Steamship 
Company, popularly known as the 
Bates & Chesebrough line, via Pana- 
ma, the annual tonnage carried east 
and westbound had been less than 
50,000 tons.

TILL PROTEST 
AGAINST DIRT. 


DISTILLATE USED TO SMUDGE Is 
OF POOR GRADE. 


POMONA, Jan. 1!.—At the session 
of the City Council yesterday after- 
noon the matter of the protest of 
citizens against the orange growers 
of the locality smudging during “Jack 
Frost” time, with a low-grade distil- 
late, which has been so noticeably ob- 
noxious this year, was renewed by 
Judge W. A. Garret, acting as spokes- 
man for a citizens’ committee. 

Judge Garrett urged that some ac- 
tion be taken to prohibit by ordi- 
nance smudging with the sort of dis- 
tillate used this season. He said that 
the citizens were entering their pro- 
test at this time in order to avoid 
next season the dirty, sooty condi- 
tions which have prevailed this year, 
as it was understood that the grow- 
ers were preparing to increase the 
smudging next year if necessary to 
save the fruit. 

Fred J. Smith spoke for the 
“smudgers” and inclined to the belief 
that there should not be so much 
protest over a necessary condition 
which was not likely to exist more 
than one season in four or five. 

Those who know state that a high- 
er grade of fuel can be used in 
smudging which will _give better 
smoke and heat and leave no sooty 
aftermath, but this will of course cost 
the grower more than the dirty fuel 
called “slop” distillate, the use of 
which has been so obnoxious tw all 
residents here, and has.caused such 
mental and financial anguish, 
housewives who have damaged car- 
pets, rugs, hangings, napery, linens 
and gowns attributable to the smudge 
fires. The Council is further consid- 
ering the matter.

Star Witness in Hall of Records Trial, Tells Under 
Oath of Secret Clique to Wrecle Non-Union Structures 
and Cripple Industrices—High Officials Named. 


HAT a secret committee of labor- 


the Hall of Records and the Hotel 
Alexandria annex, was the sworn dec- 
laration of John M. Parks, a witness 
for the prosecution m the course of 
his testimony yesterday tm the case 
against Bert Connors, charged with 
attempting to dynamite the new 
vounty building. 

Parks, who posed as a laborite, but 
who was acting under the secret in- 
structions of Detective Browne, made 
oath that he got on the inside of the 
clique that engineered the slugging 
of non-union workmen and tried vari- 
ous methods of intimidating the Los 
Angeles manufacturers who stood for 
open-shop principles. The witness 
mentioned the names of various la- 
borites who took a leading part in the 
ironworkers’ strike during the sum- 
mer of 1910. 


He named as his associates at labor 


Temple, Connors, Maple And Bender, 


all three charged with attempting to 
wreck the Hall of Records; Charles 
Stevens, now serving a two-years pen- 
itentiary sentence for a murderous as- 
sault upon a non-unien workman; 
George Gunrey, strike organizer of 
the Structural lronworkers’ Union: C. 
L. Mars, who served a four-months 
sentence for helping “beat up” an itn- 
offensive laborer, and E J. Hendricks, 
former financial secretary of the iron- 
workers’ union. 

While the witness was not prepared 
to say which of his Labor Temple 
friends was the most rabid advocates 
of violence, he deciared that he heard 
from Connors’s own lips that he (Con- 
nors) had been assigned to biow up 
the Hall of Records by the secret con- 
clave of laborite leaders. 

AMAZING REVELATIONS. 

The revelations of Parks were so 
astonishing that Chief Trial Deputy 
Horton intimated that the county 
grand jury might be asked to take a 
hand in ferreting out the alleged con- 
spiracy of the local laborite leaders 
to destrexs property and assault non- 
union workingmen. Because of his 
revelations that will arouse the deep- 
est resentment of the laborite bosses, 
Detective Erowne made arrangements 
to have a trusty man guard Parks for 
several weeks to come. 

The effect of Parks'’s testimony 
upon the jury was very noticeable 
Attorney Appel began a snvage cross- 
examination late in the afternoon. 
While he may be able to shake the 
evidence in some points, it is believed 
by the prosecution that Parks wil) 
stick cl ly to his sworn story. 

The case of the prosecution is near- 
ty completed. Deputy Horton will add 
some corroborative testimony and in- 
troduce technical witnesses as te the 
amount of damage that would have 
been done by an explosion of dynamite 
in a building in the condition of the 
Halli of Records on September &, 1910

“Referring to your letter of De- 
cember 20, 1911, we hereby notify 
you that, owing to the position of the 
city of Los Angeles bonds, the syn- 
dicate decided today not to excercise 
its option under the terms of our 
contract dated July 10, 1908.
